Of this amount it will he seen from the accompanying statement that 
119,0901 8s. Id. has been appropriated up to the 31st Ilecember, 1843, leaving 
an available balance of 5,9091 11s. lid. 

The funds provided for this seivice are now nearly exhausted ; we have on seve- 
ral occasions enlarged upon its great importance to the local improvement and 
development of the resources of the country ; and our convictions, strengthened by 
further experience, lead us again to allude to the benefits A^tat have accrued to the 

country by the system. , . - 

The principal object to which this fund has been applied, is the opening up ot 
wild uncultivated districts, capable of improvement, but from which they are shut 
out by the want of the means of communication for the most ordinary vehicles. By 
the fm-mation of roads facility is given for the introduction of manures best adapted 
to the amelioration ot the soils of the dlsti-icts with which they communicate, and 
for the conveyance ot the produce to fair and market. Much has been done with 
the aid of this fund towards the improvement of the condition ot the people, m 
several parts of the country, hut much more remains to be done ; and it is to be 
apprehended that the districts standing most in need of this description of assistance, 
are from local circumstances the least likely to he brought under the consideration 

or the power of Grand Juries to relieve them. , , f u- 

The execution of such works leads to the adoption of improved modes oi cultiva- 
tion and the abandonment of the rude and primitive implements in common use, 
and opens to the officers of justice and the local authonties, places which had been 
the secure haunt and impenetrable refuge of the outlaw and the robber ; we conceive 
that the advantages of affording aid to the promotion of such works, in a statistical, 
moral or political point of view, are too obvious to make it necessary to dwell on 

that without the aid of a Grant Fund of this 
nature, very many measures of improvement that are to he effected by it, will le 
main unaccomplished for many years. . u 

We cannot conclude these obsci-vations without beanng testimony to the peace- 
able and orderly character of the labouring classes in the remote distocts of Ii eland, 
durino- the process of works carried on under the direction of ,our Engmeei s smee 
the formation S this Board, in 1831. Our road-works have been aP^adover 
most pai-ts of the connti-y where civilization had made least progress , and, with 
To exceptions, we are not awai-e of combination among the labourers havmg been 
carried so far as to put a temporary stop to the works ; and in one of those exce^ed 
cases the combination (which was a^inst autetitution of ^ 
labour j vavewayonthe explanation being given to the people, showing that the 
arrangement would be for their own advantage as well as that of 
The more credit is due to the labouimg poor when it is consideied that this “loeRy 

disposition has been raaintaioed under circumstances the most trying ; where they 

were exposed at work to the severity of the weather m mountain wastes, without the 

least shLr, far from their dwellings, mimhers of ‘h™ “““S at'^wSl 
from five to ten miles, to obtain work, at periods when food was at wbat is termeii 
the famine price, and at a rate of wages (which although higher to ^ 

of the couatr fl must, under the circumstances, be consideied low. On some oi 
1 loXjust completed in Kerry and Galway has this patience under severe trials 
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Feen strongly ejdiibited ; tlie works having commenced “1842, at a period of great 
distress Those roads that were undertaken in the wild district of Connemara, 
where the soil was the worst description of soft bog, have been completed in a 
comparatively short time, a new system of proceeding -mth the formation ol bog 
roads having been introduced by the Board’s Assistant Engineer, which enabled 
him to give employment to a greater number of persons together ; and yet here, m one 
of the Sost thinly peopled parts of Ireland, the greatest difficulty was to employ to 
advantage tlie number of persons of both sexes seeking lor work. 



II.— THE COLLECTION OP REPAYMENTS OF OLD LOANS FROM THE CON- 
SOLIDATED FUND, UNDER THF.. 57tb .GEO. III., AND OTHER ACTS. 

The state of these Loans will be found in the Appendix, No. 1. The small 
balances outstanding on those which were made on adequate security will soon be 
extinguished. A negotiation has been opened with the parties interested m some 
of the Loans of largest amount for some eqnitable adjustment founded upon their 
present and prospective value. 



III. — INLAND NAYIGAION. 

These works are of small extent, and their maintenance is not attended with 

heavy expense, they are — , i , .,t. 

The Tyrone Navigation from Coal Island to the river Blackwater, with the 
Maghery Cut, connecting that river with Lough Neagh. 

The Maig Navigation, a short cut with a turning bridge, between the town ot 
Adare and the river Shannon ; and the Lower Boyne Navigation from Carrick- 
dexter Lock, above the town of Slane, to Drogheda. 

They are all in a state of repair, proportioned to their importance, and the means 
that can be reasonably afforded them. . , ■„ 

The Lower Boyne, which is the most considerahle, there is little doubt wiU pay 
its own expenses. 



IV.— ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

The works comprised under this head were originally constructed, either wholly 
or in part, at the Government expense, and are maintained under the provisions ot 
the 6 Geo. IV., c. 101, by monies advanced from the Consolidated F und ; the ex- 
penditure being repaid hy Grand Jury Presentment. _ r,,. Ti a 

Similar works which have been constructed under the direction ot tins 
with the aid of Grants from the Funds applicable to Public Works, are maintained, 
and the cost thereof repaid into the Exchequer upon the same principle, under tne 
83rd section of the 1 and 2 Wm. IV., c. 33. . , 

The extent of roads maintained by the Board exceeds 1000 miles, at a cost oi 
about lU. per mile, per annum, including expenses of masonry, establishment, an 
other contingencies. 



POST ROADS, 

Under the provisions of the Grand Jury Act, 6 and I Wm. IV., c. 116, the 
Commissioners of Public Works are authorised, bn the requisition oi the 1 os - 
Master General, and with the sanction of the Lord-Lieutenant, to apply such im- 
mediate repair to roads upon which Her Majesty’s Mails are conveyed, as may 
enable the vehicles hy which the Malls are carried, to keep the proper rrte ot travel- 
ling ; the expenditure being subsequently repaid by the counties. By a re™™ 
annexed to this Report it will be seen that in the eight years, ending on the o s 
of December. 1842, the expenditure on this service amounted to Sa,3U2<. is- ■ 
An average, however, struck upon this sum would by no means give a correct vie 
of the expenditure in each year ; the system did not come into general operation 
until the year 1836; in that year the disbursements under this head amountea 
16,6001, the charge for some of the following yeai-s is unequal and fluctuating, 
caused in some instances hy the expendltui-e under one year containing a portion 
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the cost of works executed in the preceding year, and which from the time at which 
the repairs were made, or from other causes, could not he vouched and brought to 
account in time for the Assizes succeeding the period to which they were strictly 
chargeable ; the general result, however, is, that in the eighth year in which the system 
has been in operation(1842) the expenditure had fallen to a sum not much exceed- 
ing 3,500/., from whence it may he inferred, that a material improvement had been 
effected ia the post-roads, and that increased attention had been given by the local 
authorities to their proper maintenance under the ordinary provisions of the Grand 
Jury Laws. 



V.— PHCENIX PARK AND- DUBLIN BUILDINGS. 

DUBLIN CASTLE. 

The operations for the last year have been limited to the performance of such 
ordinary repairs as were necessary for the maintenance of the state apartments, with 
those of the household offices, including the furniture, &c., to keep them in a style 
suitable for occupation. The new office library and additions to the Chief Secre- 
tary’s offices have been completed, and are now occupied, forming an important 
addition to that office, much required. 

Provision was made in the estimate for repairing a portion of the stable 
establishment for the officers of the household, but which has been delayed until 
the ensuing year, when the renewal of the whole could be proceeded with together 
— for which provision is made in the estimate : the buildings are very old and 
in a ruinous condition. 

FOUR COURTS. 

At the Four Courts some considerable improvements have been effected in the 
several law offices, rendered necessary by the alterations recently made in several of 
the departments. A building is in course of erection at the expense of the Benchers 
mainly for their own accommodation ; but the two upper floors are proposed to be 
appropriated to the reception of the Public Records, to which further additions 'will 
become necessary as soon as the pending law arrangements are completed, and it 
shall be decided by the proper authorities what will be the nature and extent of 
the accommodation required to meet the existing and progressively increasing 
demand for safely depositing the Records of the several departments. 

THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

The Custom House, which is occupied by the several Revenue Departments, as 
well as by this Boards the Shannon Commissioners, Poor Law Department, and 
several others, has only required the ord nary repairs to maintain it in a proper 
state for occupation. Much inconvenience is however experienced froni the want 
of effective drainage, and some valuable apartments in the basement of this building 
are thereby rendered nearly useless ; and as- the drainage of the part of the city in 
which this building is situated, and with which the sewers of the Custom House 
are connected, is defective, it is both difficult and expensive to effect much im- 
provement. 

THE ROYAL HOSPITAL, KILMAINHAM. 

The Royal Hospital at Kilmainham being now placed under the superintendence 
of this Board, considerable improvements have been- made in the chapel and 
officers’ residences, which were much required, and will he progressively completed. 

SMITHFIELD PRISON. 

The plans submitted to, and approved by your Lordships, for_ alterations and 
additions to Smithfield Penitentiary, in order to render it a suitable depot for 
convicts under sentence of transportation, have been acted on, and the works and 
arrangements are now so nearly completed, as to allow, of the convicts being trans- 
ferred to it. On our expressing a wish to his Excellency the Lord-Lieutenant to 
have the benefit of Major Jebb’s advice on the subject ot heating and ventilating 
the cells of this prison, in works of which kind he has had considerable ex^rience 
as one of the Inspectors of Prisons in England, the Secretary of the Home Depart- 
ment was pleased to direct that officer to visit Dublin and consiilt with this Boaid 
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4. mpans to be adopted ; and we have every reason to expect that the 

system re»mmended by him will fully accomplish allthat is desu-ed The estimates 
for 1M4 include an additional sum for this prison, to cover the cost of heating and 
ventilating not provided for in our former estimate, as well as for the purchase of ad- 
ditfonal ground, the acquisition of which is, m our opinion indispensable both for 
aitionai giouuu, orisoners. Tins building was erected many

ing the purpose for which it was erected; some additions recently authoused are 
in^rogrras, to increase the accommodation, and for other requisite objects. 

The^Royal Hibernian Military School has also lor the last year been pla 
under this Board.

maintenance, . a vestry has been built at the chapel, and a shed has beep 
erected for the protection and recreation of the children.

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VII.— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

The Eastern Pier-bead is completed with its parapet and. platform course, and 
ready for the erection of the Light-house as soon as the design shall he determined 
on. The sea pavement adjoining the pier-head will be proceeded with w'hen the 
season is sufficiently advanced for that pui*pose. 

During the past year our efforts have been chiefly directed to the western pier- 
head ; great exertion has been made, and considerable expense incurred by the 
contractors in the construction of a platform to cany the diving-bell framing ; this, • 
from the very exposed situation, has been a work of serious difficulty and risk, but 
it is now completed, and there is good reason to be confident of its stability. The 
foundation of the straight part of the pier-head on its inner face up to the com- 
mencement of the circular work has been laid . in 24 feet depth at low water, and 
six courses in height of cut stone set therein. 

The usual return of vessels whicli have made use of Kingstown Harbour during 
the last year, as well as the two preceding years, accompanies this Report. 



VIII. — HOWTH HARBOUR. 

The works of the Piers did not sustain any material injury in the last season^ 
their maintenance has consequently not been attended with much expense. The 
Harbour continues to be much used by fisliing vessels, particularly during the 
period of the herring fishery. The funds remaining from the sale of stores on 
this harbour being abandoned as a packet station, have been sufficient to maintain 
its work in a tolerable state of repair up to this period. 



IX.— DONAGHADEE HARBOUR. 

From the exposed situation of this Harbour, the works are subject to injury 
fi'om the effects of gales’ from the easterly points ; it is expected that all the works 
at present contemplated, for securing the Piers, will be finished in the next season. 
The original construction is, however, such as to be liable to dilapidations and 
breaches. 



X.— lunatic asylums. 

There has not been in the last year any necessity for the construction of addi- 
tional buildings for the use of these establishments, nor any other measui’es requir- 
ing onr interterence as Commissioners of General Superintendence.
